Packet Power Feb 10, 2013 


Thanks to a grant from Homeland Security we now have a full time packet station in the 
club radio room. Wading through weeks of government paperwork and requirements 
Jack W8ISH submitted a proposal for the new data station. It includes a Kantronics 
KPC3 plus TNC for decoding the data, a new 2-meter Yaesu FT 1900R radio, Astron 
20amp power supply, Diamond base antenna and enough coax to hit the top of a 200 foot 
tower. 


This communications package includes a new Toshiba laptop computer. It can be used 
for other digital modes as needed. 


Early last year Indiana Homeland Security planners decided each Indiana county should 
have a packet station for relaying important data. Amateur Radio packet has been around 
since the late 80s and was used for bulletin boards and sharing information by hams 
across the county. There were many well established ham packet networks before the 
World Wide Web made it’s debut.
